Common measles is becoming a lot less common, and, 
in fact, hit a new 21-year low last year as the result of a 
concerted drive on the part of the private physicians, public 
health departments and the U.S. Public Health Service to 
vaccinate susceptible children. The U.S. Surgeon General, 
Dr. William H. Stewart, predicts that measles can be wiped 
out entirely this year if the remaining "several million ' 
children unprotected from measles are vaccinated before the 
spring measles season.

The Journal of the American Medical Association re¬ 
porting on I4,0(X) children in five cities receiving the 
Schwartz-strain vaccine found "The effectiveness of this vac¬ 
cine as an immunizing agent appears to be outstanding."

ers rose to an all-time high 
in 1966. 

J. Richard Glade, execu¬ 
tive vice president of the 
Unemployment Insura nee 
Association, an organization 
of California employers and 
trade associations, stated 
that the Department of Em- 
ploymen’s monthly report to 
the Governor indicates the 
state’s employers were taxed 
a record $600-mlllion in the 
past year.
